The following is a brief summary of the relevance of each of the listed International 
and foreign documents being presented. 


JP8175210 - Taki Chem Co Ltd - discloses antimicrobial agents and the 
method of producing the same wherein said antimicrobial agent is prepared by 
copolymerizing various acrylic esters in the presence of a radically 
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polymerizable material having one or more sulfonic acid groups and an aqueous 
solution of an antimicrobial metal ion. The so-formed acrylic copolymer 
material has antimicrobial metal ions bound thereto through the sulfonic acid 
group which is now a salt of the antimicrobial metal ion. 

JP4066S12 - Sintokogio Ltd - discloses the coating of individual particles of 
various antimicrobial agents with a non-hygroscopic polyurethane resin by 
mixing the antimicrobial particles in the precursor materials for the 
polyurethane resia and then polymeriziug the same. 

WO03055941 - Trogolo et. al. - disclose encapsulated antimicrobial agents 
generally and antimicrobial compositions containing the same but fails to 
reference the aspect ratio as presently claimed. This pubUcation is the 
International PCT equivalent to Applicants' copending United States patent 
application, USSN 10/032,372, filed concurrently with the instant application 
and previously identified to the Patent Office.
